The 
crack of the master’s whip has been heard 
for the last time in Congress. Partisan re- 
straints grow dimmer and weaker every 
year. Not even on the door-sill of his ad- 
ministration, with an armful of blessings 
in the shape of patronage to bestow, is 
Grant able to control the men who profess 
to follow him. Think how it will be six 
months hence, and thence downward as his 
power begins to slope toward the setting 
sun and to go out before the rise of new lu- 
minaries; and, having come to an approxi- 
mate idea, estimate the promise of undis- 
turbed relations between himself and his 
friends which await him. 

By this mode of speculation, which is 
quite as reasonable as another, there is no 
chance for harmony short of Ais absolute 


and unqualified submission. They will not 
permit him to have hisown way. He must 
go their way, which will be heedlessly pro- 
gressive.” And, it he balks, they will 
strive to Johnsonize him. 

Here is the real danger; for, when they 
try to Johnsonize him, Grant may show his 
teeth. He may undertake to resist legisla- 
tive usurpation with military usurpation; 
may cast off the poor robes of civil office 
to put on the garments of the soldier again; 
and, backed by the army and the country, 
which will, by that time, be ready to sus- 
tain the Devil against Congress, may com- 
pletely revolutionize the Government, and, 
instead of the one-horse republic which we 
have, give us a four-wheeled, imperial des- 
potism, held up by Union and rebel bayo- 
nets. This is the danger New England 
has to look to; for it is by no means 
sure that Sheridan, with a division of 
negro cavalry may not yet sweep down 
through the valleys of the Penobscot and 
Kennebec, as he swept through the Valley 
of Virginia, with orders from Washington 
signed by Grant. It is by no means cer- 
tain that Illinois and Indiana troopers, 
commanded by Sherman, may not march 
to the sea once more by way of Boston. It 
is by mo means certain that the Radical 
leaders, by pitching their demands too 
high and making war on the wrong party, 
may not waken up a second Napoleon, 
who will play eternal smash with the whole 
concern. 

This is the Radical danger. Thuis New 
England's danger. This is the danger of 
the country at large; for the people want 
and need peace and quiet above all things 
else.

The danger lies not there. Our real 
gause of apprehension refers rather to 
Grant himeelt. It is very clear that he 
cannot shape the course of his administra- 
tion to suit the purposes of the Republican 
extremists. Ifhe should comply with all 
their exactions to day, they would ad- 
vance the standard to-morrow.
